all members present shall be compelled to 
vote or else be counted to make a quorum. 
Many democrats are in,fayor of the party 
casting aside that sentiment against count- 
ing a quorum and are in favor of the 
démocratic party in caucus agreting upon 
some rule by which members preserit and 
not voting shall be counted to make a qiio- 
rum. 

This need not be done by the speaker. It 
could be done by the clerk. For instance, 
when the clerk is calling the roll of the 
house and he sees a member present who 
does not respond, he can simply announce: 
“Mr. Blank is present and not voting.” 
He could then be counted to make a qtio- 
rum. Under such a system it will be found 
that a quorum will always bé present and 
there would be no longer tedidus delays like 
those of the past week. 

Georgians Solid for Free Coinage. 

The Georgia delegation deserves great 
credit for the close attention of each of 
the individual members to his duties in 
the house. Durifig this session of congress 
each and every member of the Georgia del- 
egation has been present practically all the 
time. During the contest over the Bland 
seigniorage bill, which has now lasted 
ten days,-each and every member of the 
Georgia delegation hag “been present upon 
all occasions and his vote has been recordéd 
on each roll call. The Georgia delegation 
Stands solid upon the démocratic platform. 
All its members are fov the repeal of the 
State bank tax and though Mr. Cabaniss 
and Mr. Turner voted for the repeal of the 
Sherman law, they are now déclared adv¥o- 
cates of the free coinage of silver. If this 
question comes up again before the pres- 
ent congress the votes of the eleven Geor- 
gia congréssmen will be cast for free coin- 
age. .They will be cast for the seigniorag> 
bill just as soon as the house is enabiléd to 
vote upon that measure.

Washington, February 23.—The house was 
called to order by Clerk Kerr, in the ab- 


sence of Speaker Crisp, who is confined to 


his room’ by illness. He read a letter from 
the. speaker appointing Mr. ‘Richardson, af 
Tennesee, apeaker pru tem., and Mr. Rich- 
ardson took the chair, After the reading of 
the. ,ouwrnal, Mr. Adarhs, of “Pennsylvania, 
who was. before the bar of the house when 
it adjourned yesterduy, endeavored to sSe- 
cure the attention of the chair, but Mr. 
Wells, democrat of. Wisconsin; obtained the 
floor to correct. the Record. .tie wus re- 
corded as voting, but desired to inform thé 
house that he tovk no part in the disorderly 
proceedings of the day. Mr. Bland called 
him to order, stating that he had no right 
to make an argument on a motion to c¢or- 
rect the journal. 

Mr. Cummings stated that: his colleague, 
Mr. Sickles, was ill, and asked that he. be 
excused which was agreed to. 

There was a tendency on the part of 
members to renew the scenes of yesterday, 
but the. chair repressed the tendeticy by 
ordering the aisles cleared before proceeding 
to business. Mr. Bland stated that the 
question pending at adjournment was a 
motion to discharge the gentleman from 
Pennsylvania, Mr. Adams, and he reneweu 
that motion now. Mr. Adams here got the 
flbof, and stated that while before the bar of 
the house,under the order of the speaker, the 
mace had been presented to him and he was 
eompelled to take his seat. He inquired 
why this indignity had been put upon a 
member who was endeavoring in an orderly 
way to obey the mandate of the house.

An English Explanation. 

London, February 23.—The remarkable fall 
in silver is due partly to tne lowes rate of: 
exchange coming from China, and partly to 
the fact that as the last steame., carrying 
silver that can possibly reach Ind:a before 
the budget is announced, has saile!. The 
banks do not care to purchase the metal 
until it is seea wha: will. be the nature of 
the budget. In addition to these causes, the 
banks are waiting to see whether a duty 
will be placed upon the importation of silver. 

May Be Packed Against Silver. 

Berlin, February 23.—Count Von Mirbach 
has resigned from .the currency commission. 
He was one of the silver men comprised in 
the commission of sixteen, and is regarded 
as one of the most able silver advocates ap- 
pointed to the body. 

Harter’s Globe Bill. 

Washington, February 23.—Mr. Harter, 
democrat, offered in the house a bill for the 
free coinage of silver and gold upon the 
same terms as existed prior 4o 1873. lt pro- 
vides that the bullion heretofore coined for 
the account of owners is not to be legal 
tender, and instead of being stamped ‘one 
dollar,” ‘‘five dollars,” etc., it is to be 
Siamped ‘fone globe,” ‘five globe,” ete., ac- 
cording to the. denomination of the coin 
— to bear the words “not a legal ten.

Southern Congressmen Score Him Roundly 
for His Unjust Criticisms. 


COLONEL LIVINGSTON ROASTS HIM 


The Iron Manufacturer Told a Big 
‘One and Knew It. 


RUFE LESTER 1S ANOTHER MAD MAN 


One Member Says the Ex-Mayor Can Go 
Where It Ie Summer All 
the Year. re. and. 
: 


Washington, February 23.—The speech of 
Abram §S. Hewitt at the banquet of the 
Southera Society in.New ¥ork last night 
has created intense indignation among the 
southern men in congress. As soon:as the 
attention of a few had been called to the 
matter the papers publishing the fu_lest ac- 
count of his speech were circulated freely 
through the house and expressions of con- 
tempt and indignation were vented on every 
hand. A large majority of the southern 
men refused to give public expression of 
opinion on the matter, beyond saying that 
it was contemptible and unworthy of no- 
tice. 

Mr. Livingston, of Georgia, said that Mr. 
Hewitt uttered an absolute falsehood when 
he said that the men of brains of the south 
had gone north, 

“The southern ‘men of brains who have 
gone north,’’ said he, ‘“‘are few and far be- 
tween. I do not mean to say that no 
brainy southerner. has gone north, but I do 
say that few have. He makes another 
false statement when he says that the in- 
dustrious men of the south have remained 
at home because they were too poor to go 
north. The southern people controlled this 
country frgm the beginning of its history 
until the war, and now again they are get- 
ting control in every. department of the 
government and every branch of industry. 
For’ every intelligent southern man who 
goes north, fifty intelligent northern men 
come south. The southern people do not 
want to go north. They have no business 
there, unless they go to gamble ‘in stocks 
and bonds and to join the robber band, 
and do as Mr. Hewitt is doing—make money 
out of the manipulation of the revenues of 
the government. As for the ignorance of 
the southern men—being a southern con- 
gressman myself—I shalil’say nothing, but 
whten he speaks of our devotion to silver 
asythe touchstone of our ignorance, I must 
remindghim that in this we follow the con- 
stitution. of our government and in the foot- 
steps of Calhoun, Clay, Webster and Lin- 
cola.” 

Colenel Lester Is Severe. 

Mr. Lestar, of Georgia, said that he did 
F not feel like using ‘language in commenting

for it, except upon the assumption that it 
wes malicious and it was or kind with the 
action of some of the eastern men in the 
house today. As for himself, he said he 
coull see no solution of the problem, ex- 
cept to teli Hewitt and his kind to go to 
the devil and then to take Horace Greely’s 
advice and go west. The future alliance 
must be between the souta and west. 

Hewitt Is in His Dotage. 

Mr. Enloe, of Tennessee. said thatit was 
a deliberate purpose to insult and traduce 
the southern people because they would 
not consen= to be robbed and take com- 
miands from a small section of the party 
around New York. As for Mr. Hewitt him- 
self, there was a time when no-one could

DISCUSSING THE NEGRO. 


Episcopal Bishops Consider Plans for 
the Good of the Race. 
Washington, February 23.—(Special.)— 
Bishop Neson, of Georgia, is here interest- 
ing himself in behalf of the colored people 
of -tlie south for the Episcopal church. 
Bishops Leonard,-of Ohio; Penick, formerly 
of Africa; Dudley, of Kentucky, and Nelson, 
of Georgia, constitute a committee to con- 
sider the condition of the blacks. The 
meetings are being held in Epiphany 
church. Bishop Nelson, of Georgia, said 
that there were ten times as many negroes 
proportionately in Georgia as there were 

here. 

“We haven’t even scratched the surface 
of the negro problem,”’ said he. ‘‘What are 
we going to do with. these people. The 
colored peop.e have .religion,;, more of it 
than they can-use. What.are we going to 
do? There have been. feur distinct theories 
advanced, which 1 will mefely touch upon, 
The first is amalgamation. This is abso- 
lutely impossible... ‘The south unconditional- 
ly refuses to accept it as a solution and there 
is no use talking of it any longer. The 
second idea is extermination, but: no really 
Godly people be.ieve in that, I think, so wv 
need dwell on it no longer. They are not 
beasts, they are people. The third plan is 
colon:zation. This has been miuch dis- 
cussed by intelligent people even, but if 
you have thought of it don’t think of it 
any longer. ‘To deport the colored people 
of this country would take every steamboat 
in the land twenty-five years continual 
service, taking no accc@=nt of-the chi.dren 
that would be born during that time, and 
would cost $75,000,000.. Let people deport if 
they want to, but .1t won't affect the prob- 
lem any. The fourth theory is segregation. 
This_ is what I regard as the true solution 
of the matter. It will bring them together 
yet keep them apart. It is more trouble to 
get. the colored people, as a rule, to go to 
white churches ang white schools than to 
get the whites to let them come in. Edu- 
cation is not the only thing. They must 
have re-igious education and strive to raise 
both body and soul.’’

Complaints Became So Frequent That 
the City Made an Offer. 


a G00D TRADE FOR BIRMINGHAM 


\The Price Agreed Upon for the Water- 
‘works Is Said to Be Considerably 
Less Than tbe Piant Cost, 


Birmingham, Ala., February 23.—(Special.) 
The agreement on the part.of the board 
“of aldermen to purchase the waterworks 
from the Birmingham Waterworks Compa- 
ny appears to meet with almost univers 
favor among the citizens. Everybody unites 
‘in the opinion that many of the rules and 
regulations of the water company were ‘ex- 
ceedingly arbitrary and one-sided in their 
wperations. 

The contract, which was originally made 
between the company and the city, was very 
badly worded, and a Philadelphia lawyer 
could not figure out what its terms called 
for. On the strength of this contract the 
company, at great cost, put in a new sys- 
tem of waterworks, bringing the water from 
the Cahobo river, ten miles away, instead 
of from the muddy little creek from which 
the supply had formerly been obtained. In 
order to secure the clear, cool water of the 
Cohoba for its citizens, the board of al- 
dermen was willing to enter into almost 
any sort of an agreement, and the conse- 
quence was that the company had much the 
Diggest end of the contract, which was 
practically perpetual. The only saving 
clause was that the city should have the 
right to purchase the waterworks whenever 
it became dissatisfied with the company’s 
service. Numerous complaints have re- 
cently been made and negotiations were 
commenced a month ago for the purchase 
of the plant. The deal was concluded last 
Wednesday night by the purchase of all of 
the waterworks company’s property by the 
city, for $1,400,000. The trade is made sub- 
ject to the condition that the next legisla- 
ture authorizes the sale of sufficient bonds 
by the city, to realize the amount. 

Cheap at the Price. 

The property is oelieved to be cheap 
enough at the price paid, as last year even 
the net profits of the company more than 
paid 6 per cent interest on the purchase 
money. The property sold, it is stated, for 
about $200,000 less than cost. 

One of the purposes of the board in buying 
the works was to be enabled to offer in- 
ducements in the way of cheap water to 
manufacturing. enterprises Of vdrious char- 
acters. Frequent complaint on tne part of 
prospective investors in such properties, of 
the alleged exhorbitant water charges will 
be met hereafter by the city with proposi- 
tions to furnish cheaper water than any oth- 
er city will. 

Those who oppose the purchase of the wa- 
terworks by the city urge as an objection 
that the company will get into the hands of 
the politicians and will be used to create 
fat offices for the heelers, but the majori- 
ty claim this can be guarded against.

MR. RICHARDSON IN THE CHAIR

employment; when men are begging for 
bread; when they are in the throes of hun- 
ger and starvation; when they are looking 
to this house and this congress for relief; 
when they expect we will do some thing in 
the nature of relief; we may turn ourselves 
into a body of filibusterers, and obstruc- 
tionists, and anarchists, despite our own 
rules, and set at deflance the laws of our 
country, can we expect that these millions 
will not also become ariarchists and set at 
defiance the laws of this country? They 
have an example from us. I say, Mr. 
Speaker, the times are not propitious for 
the proceedings we have at this house. 
We were sent here to do our duty. We are 
here and we are supposed to be doing our 
duty when a large mass of people are beg- 
ging for bread. The people of this country 
do not go to their beds tn comfort, in peace, 
and in safety, and we are teaching to the 
anarchist mobs in this country that mob- 
bism is the prevailing rule in this house. 

Mr. Compton, of Maryland, followed Mr. 
Bland, insisting that the attention of the 
house should be confined to the question 
before it, viz: The discharge of the gen- 
tleman from Pennsylvania. 

Discussing the sufficiency of the warrant, 
Mr. Compton said that to pass the motion 
of Mr. Reed would be to reflect upon the 
fairest and most competent speaker who 
ever occupied the chair, and upon a faithful 
and efficient officer who executed the order 
of the house. He declared that no warrant 
ever issued by a speaker contained the 
names of the members to be arrested. 

Mr. Burrows interrupted to say that he 
held in his hand a warrant i#sued in the 
twenty-second congress, when “they did 
thins® in order,’’ which contained the 
names of the member. (Republican laugh- 
ter.) 

Mr. Compton asked if the member named 
in the Warrant had not been arrested for 
assault? 

Mr. Burrows answered that he did not 
know. He happened to have in his hand 
tne warrant when the gentleman had as- 
serted that no warrant had ever been issued 
with the name of the member to be arrested 
in it, and he felt called upon to present it 
as evidence to the contrary. 

Mr. Turner, of Georgia. 

Mr. Turner, of Georgia, argued the legal 
aspects of the case, contending that the 
warrant was valid and competent rnder the 
practice of the house; and to a question by 
Mr. Dunn, of New York, he asserted that 
the agent of the house had the right td 
arrest a member for delinquency, wherever 
he was found, whether he was at his desk 
on the floor or elsewhere. He paid some 
attention to the matter of counting a quo- 
rum by the speaker and stated that the 
supreme court had never decided that the 
speaker could count a quorum, but had 
said the house had the power to make a rule 
authorizing the speaker to do so. 

By no vote of his would he agree to a 
rule to place the power in the hands of a 
speaker to count a quroum as he may see 
fit. It was a dangerous power to put in 
any hands. 

A colloquy between Mr,+-Reed and Mr. 
Turner ensued, in whic@ the former’® cdéunt- 
ing of a quorum in the fifty-first congress 
and the decision of the supreme court as 
to what constituted a quorum were review- 
ed. Mr. Reed reiterating that the court 
had decided that a present quorum was the 
constitutional quorum. 

Mr. Dunn, democrat, of New York, was 
given five minutes by Mr. Reed and return- 


.ed thanks for the courtesy, saying he had 


tried to beg, borrow or steal five minutes 
from his own side, but had been unable to 
get it. He was one of those under arrest 
and he claimed that it was by unauthor- 
ized and unconstitutional process. If oth- 
ers were in the same position as himself, 
they could not afford to accept a discharge 
until their rights had been decided. 

He was not absent from the house Mon- 
day and could not properly be included 
within the list of those subject to arrest, 

Mr. Bartlett, of“New York, said the ques- 
tion before the house was of far more im- 
pertance than one merely affecting the few 
individuals before the bar; it was the ques- 
uion of establishing a precedent authorizing 
the arrest of members by a warrant which 
no one with the slightest fundamental 
knowledge of the law would say was valid 
or competent. 

Bland Springs a Surprise. 


Mr. Bland, at this point, sprung a sur- 
xed an easy 
and rapid disposition of the question. He 
said that under the rules, he believed that 
he had a right to withdraw the pending 
motion and to move in its stead that all 
proceedings under the call of the house 
of the 19th, under which the arrests were 
made, be dispensed with. This motion, if 
adopted, would have the effect of vacating 
the arrests and discharging the members. 

Mr. Reed made the point of order that it 
was too late to make the motion, as ad- 
journment had intervened and several days’ 
proceedings. Besides, the terms of the or- 
der precluded a suspension of proceedings, 
because it was made continuing until re- 
voked by the house. 

Mr. Bynum gave other reasons four sup- 
porting Mr. Reed’s point of order, but the 
chair overruled the point of order, put Mr. 
Bland’s motion, declared it carried, and the 
members under arrest discharged, without 
taking a division and almost in the same 
breath. 

After the committees had been called for 
reports, Mr, Bland moved that the house 
go into committee of the whole on his seign- 
iorage bill—general debate to close at 6 
o'clock Saturday afternoon. 

The usual routine of filibustering was 
then gone through with until 4:50 o'clock, 
when, by unanimous consent, a recess Was 
taken until 8 o’clock p. m. under the regu- 
lar order of the house.

Patrolman Walton Captores. a {Bad 
Man in a Flae. 


OLINGING BY HIS FINGER NAILS 


He Had to Tear Off His Clothing to Get 
In—He Descended with Reluctance. 
Other Police Matters. 


Half way up a sooty chimney, his finger 
nails firmly imbedded in the ‘black brick 
for support, Richard White, wanted in six 
distinct charges of larceny, was found,by 
Patrolman Walton early yesterday mofu- 
ing. , 

The negro had scampered up the perpen- 
dicular walls of the chimney to escape 
from the officer and hung there for fifteen: 
minutes, while the officer ‘was searching 
under beds, in closets, behind doors and in 
dark corners for the missing man. The 
negro’s hiding place was a novel retreat 
and it came near being the means of his 
escape. 

For several days the mounted depart-. 
ment has been lvoking for White. He is 
said to be the.king of chicken thieves and 
is wanted \by Sergeant White on six sepa- 
rate. charges. Barly yesterday morning. 
Patrolman Walton Wns called to a house 
on Lovejoy str “between Simpson and 
Alexander, where hé was told White was 


hiding. Walton rapped on the door and 


was admitted, after about three minutes. 
He searched everywhere around the house 
for the negro, but did not find him.. He 
went, out,in a rear lot, where he thought 
it likely that White had gone. He was 
wandering through the darkness when he 
was approached by an old negro, who 
called to him in a stage whisper: 

“Boss, dat nigger’s up de chimney.”’ 

The officer was incredulous, but hurried 
inside the house. The chimney is an old- 
fashioned one without a grate, and made for 
burning wood. The officer bent down and 
turned his eyes up the chimney. In the 
darkness he was able to make out the form 
of a man hanging about ten feet above his 
head.

“Hither North Carolina or Georgia must 
be regarded as the paradise of the fruit 
grower. I have had a large experience in 
vine growing and wine making in western ° 
New York, having planted one of the 
first vineyard on the shores of Lake Keuka, 
and being one of the promoters of ‘the 
Urbana Wine Company, and I am familiar 
in a practical way with that most remuner- 
ative culture of the black raspberry,in Yates 
county, New York, which furnishes ‘the 
evaporated dried fruit so much now in de- 
mand, and may fairly be classed as one 
gratified to speak, in a practical way, as 
to the general features of fruit growing. 
The wine-growing industry, yet in its in- 
fancy in North Carolina, has gone far 
enough to demonstrate an agsured success 
in a lucrative way, to those who carry 
on its production on business methods. The 
experiments made at Southern Pines, N. C., 
have gone far erough to leave no manner 
a doubt of splendid results in the near fu- 
ure. 

“The difficulty with which the northern 
grower has to contend are the high price 
of land and labor and the early frost. La- 
bor in both Georgia and North Carolina is 
abundant .and cheap. Hight dollars per 
month will cover the wages of men with 
rations, which can be computed at $2.50 
per month. Frost is quite out of the ques- 
tion. The cost . of land in 
desirable locations is as low as 
$3 to $10 per acre, and if unimproved land 
is takén a net of $10 would be 
ample to put good land ready to plant the 
vine. The plow can run in both the states 
every month in the year. 

“By way of Norfolk, the markets of 
New York and Philadelphia are as accessi- 
ble to the fruit growers of these states as 
is western New York, in both time and rate. 
North Carolina seems to have been chary 
of the immigration of foreigners. Of that 
great flood of European blood that has 
for the past twenty-five years poured into 
the ports of New York, neither North Car- 
olina nor Georgia have received anything 
worth naming. It has swept like an enor- 
-mous wave over the west, but not on the 
south Atlantic seaboard. You would se- 
cure those who are desirable and by proper 
work could do so. ! 

“The citizens of northern states do not 
correctly understard your section. They 
should yisit and carefully leok into the 
capacities of your states. Nothing dispels 
illusions like contact and personal examina- 
tion. The north is full of active, energetic, 
industrious men inured to labor who do 
not know what advantages you offer, would 
flood into and buy up your unoccupied 
lands and form a splendid factor in the 
new south now forming. Would the north- 
ern settlers be hospitably received? At 
the north is would be a_ controlling 
question. eneral Manager Winder, of 
this railroad, assures me that in his state 
the northern settler would be most wel- 
come.

MONUMENT TO GENERAL ANDERSON. 


The Police of Savannah Raised the 
Fand for the Shaft.

ATLANTA, GA., February 24, 1894. 
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Now All for Atlanta! 

The city council did a glorious day’s 
work for Atlanta yesterday in agreeing 
to lend the help of the city, to the extent 
of $75,000, to the Cotton States and In- 
ternational Exposition. 

A resolution to that effect was adopted 
with but one dissenting voice by the 
vote of the council, and the aldermanie 
board immediately recorded its unani- 
mous concurrence. This leaves the mat- 
ter in the hands of Mayor, Goodwin, and 
it is needless to say that his devotion to 
the welfare of the city and his earnest- 
ness for the success of the great exposi- 
tion assures from him the prompt and 
reasonable consideration warranted by 
the supreme importance of the move- 
ment. 

Under the resolution of the council the 
city becomes the purchaser of the stock 
of the old Piedmont Exposition Com- 
pany, amounting to 1,000 shares, and in 
doing so the city, of course, assumes the 
obligations of that stock. Before pur- 
chasing the stock, however, the city spe- 


cifically conditions that $75,000 of the > 


$100,000 of the stock be donated by its 
present holders to the Cotton States and 
International Exposition Company, in 
the purchase of which, from this com-. 
pany, the city is enabled to help the: éx- 
position to the purchase amount of $75,- 
000. Thus it will be seen that the stock- 
holders of the old Piedmont company 
must contribute three-fourths of their 
stock to the new exposition fund. 

There is $60,000 in bonds and $5,000 
in floating debt on the Piedmont Exposi- 
tion Compary. This is rendered gilt- 
edged by the fact that it is secured by 
189 acres of the Piedmont Exposition 
Company and by all of the other assets 
of that company. Hence the bonds and 
the floating debt, amounting te $65,000, 
are worth dollar for dollar to those who 
hold them, and it is a matter of indiffer- 
ence to the present owners whether or 
not this secured debt against the Pied- 
mont company is owned by the city. The 
only persons who could possibly be ben- 
efited by any trarsaction looking to the 
purchase of the stoek of the Piedmont 
Exposition Company would be the stock- 
holders, and since they raust agree in 
advance, and will no doubt do so, in 
their desire to help the exposition and 
to secure for the city as a park the 189 
acres of land of the Piedmont Exposi- 
tion Company, to contribute’ three- 
fourths of the whole stock, it will be seen 
at once that the city and the exposition 
are the only possible beneficiaries of the 
transaction. 

One of the conditions of the purchase 
is that the Cotton States and Interna- 
~ tional Exposition Company agrees to ex- 

pend not less than $200,000 on improve- 
“ments on the grounds. Thus it will be- 
seen that by an expenditure of $165,000, 
in long-time payments, the city gains 
possession of 189 acres of ground, worth 
about $1,000 an acre, and on which the 
exposition company agrees to expend not 
less than $200,000, while from the pur- 
chase amount the city is enabled to con- 
tribute $75,000 to the exposition: This, 
deducted from the total purchase 
amount, leaves an outside investment of 
$90,000 by which the city secures per- 
manently a beautiful 189-acre park and 
the guarantee of an expeyditure of $200,- 
000 in improvements by the new com- 
pany. 

There is not a reasonable, conserva- 
tive, business man in Atlanta who will 
do otherwise than approve the purchase, 
sanctioned by such unanimous action of 
the council and backed by the _ over- 
whelming approval of the people. It is 
& noticeable fact that at yesterday’s 
meeting of the council quite a number 
of representative laboring men were 
present, and that they were unanimous 
in their approval of the action of the 
council after the conditions specified had 
been agreed upon. 

As soon as the mayor acts, which will 
probably be not later than Monday, the 
directors of the exposition will proceed.

The “Tangle” in the House, 

Word comes from Washington to the 
effect that all day Thursday Mr. Reed 
and the republicans had the heuse in a 
parliamentary tangle. It is a great 
piece of news. It has the merit of being 
fresh, and will give the people food for 
thought. 

It will be remembered, in the first 
place, that when the republieans had 
control of the house the democratic mi- 
nority failed utterly to get them into 
any sort of a parliamentary tangle that 
could not be promptky untangied. 

The democrats have become so tan- 
gled that the report even comes that the 
committee of rules, as we gather from 
the dispatches, is about to come to the 
conclusion that it may yet be best to 
abandon the Bland seigniorage bill. 
This would mean, if true, that all demo- 
cratic legislation promised by the plat- 
form is eithen to be abandoned or so 
shaped as to bear no reasonable relation 
to the platform pledges. 

But it is to be remembered, in the see- 
ond place, that Mr. Reed and his repub- 
licans never abandoned a piece of legis- 
lation 6n which a ma jority of them were 
united. Mr. Reed himself was a member 
of the committee on rules, and, so far 


from becoming discouraged or  faint- 
hearted in the face of any parliament- 
ary tangle, he immediately bent all his 
energies to untangling the tangle, so that 
he and his coparceners might be able to 
carry out the purposes for which they 
had been elected. 

The position of the democratic major- 
ity, which permits itself to be diverted 
from its purposes, reminds us of the 
major of Georgia militia who, back in 


the thirties, was mustering his men. 
While his command were going through 
their maneuvers they approached a rail 
fence. They marched up to it and 
paused, waiting for orders, but the gal- 
lant major was not an expert in military 
tactics. Tle also paused. Then, remem- 
bering that his dignity was suffering, he 
exclaimed: “Drat your hides! break 
ranks and form a line on t’other side the 
fence!”

The Crisis in the House. 

It is hinted in the Washington dis- 
patches, on the authority of the commit- 
tee on rules, that a sentiment is growing 
on the democratie side of the house in 
favor of abandoning the ‘Bland seign- 
iorage bill. ; 

Where did the sentiment in favor of 
abandonment, germinate? » 

We can give the leaders of the demo- 
cratic side of the house a simple remedy 
for the confusion which their lack of 
democratic baekbone has led them into. 
When they conclude to abandon this 
measure, which has received the. ap- 
proval of a democratic majority, let them 
also abandon all attempts to carry on 
democratic legislation. Let them turn 
the who’e business over to the repub- 
licans and the eastern democrats. 

This will simplify matters. It will 
not, of course, be very agreeable to dem- 
ocratic voters, but it will be quite as 
agreeable as the present situation is. All 
suspense will then be removed. and the 
people will know precisely where the 
democratic majority stands. At present 
the democratic voters occupy that very 
unpleasant region that lies between rosy 
expectation and dark despair. They are 
continually confronted with the hope 
that some legislation favorable to their 
interests is to be put on the statute 
books by the men they selected to carry 
out the work of reform and relief. 

Tke trouble is that legislation favora- 
ble to the people's interests comes in eon- 
flict with the class interests of the east. 
and when this oceurs twenty-eight so- 
called democrats, aeting jin collusion 
with the republicans, are permitted to 
dictate to 160 demoerats who are sup- 
posed te represent the people. Conse- 
quently the interests of the people are in 
the way of being sacrificed on a small 
scale now, first as they were sacrificed 
on a large seale when the purchasing 
clause ofthe Sherman act was repealed 
without substitute legislation. ‘The rea- 
son is plain. The plutecrats have the 
pull by reason of their ability to com- 
mand millions of cash at a moment’s no- 
tice. Therefore, we say that. rather 
than abandon the Bland seigniorage bill 
or any other memsure devised in the in- 
terests of the people, it would be better 
for democratic congressmen to abandon 
the capital and return to their constitu- 
ents, confessing that a democratic ma- 
jority is not powerful enough to oppose 
the methods by which plutocracy, ably 
seconded by autoeracy, has intrenched 
itself in Washington.

The Wilmington Messenger calls the 
attention of northern and western far- 
mers to these facts: 


Think of this: We have positively known 
several farmers in one year in one county 
(Granville) to realize fully $1,000 for each 
workingman employed upon one crop of 
tobacco. In addition, they raised pork, 
wheat, corn, potatoes, peas, etc. We have 
known two or three men to exceed even 
these high, startling figures. We have 
known this: One man and a negro boy 
fourteen years old in one year made a crop 
of tobacco that sold at Oxford for $1,400— 
$100 more than the farmer offered to sell 
his farm for the year before. A boy eight- 
een, with a brother sixteen, and a sick 
brother but fourteen, who worked only 
when he felt able to do so, made and sold 
a crop of tobacco for $3,300, after paying all 
charges for storage, selling and hauling. 
Still another man, with boy to help, sold 
his tobacco crop for $1,700. All these oc- 
curred in Granville. They are facts. The 
south offers advantages and no state sur- 
passes North Carolina. We have known 
over 100 bushels of corn to be made to the 
acre on some fifteen or twenty acres in 
Halifax county. We have known twenty- 
one bales of cotton to be raised in Edge- 
combe on a one-horse farm and when a 
bale of cotton fetched $100. We have known 
in the same county a bale of cotton to be 
made to the acre on more than three hun- 
dred acres. We have known three bales of 
cotton to be raised on one acre in Halifax 
county. We know these things. 


These cotton figures can be matched in 
Georgia. Then, it has been demonstra- 


ted that an acre of LeConte pears in. 


south central Georgia will yield more 
clear money than the average Minnesota 
farm. In Houston county the owner of 
a peach orchard has been Known to 
make a profit of nearly $1,000 on a sin- 
gle acre in a season. In Spalding county 
grape growers have made a_ profit of 
$435 per acre. The truck farmers beat 
these figures. 

The northern farmer who is looking far 
cheap land, comfort all the year round 
and big profits from diversified cPops 
will do well to turn his attention to the 
south. 


A Millionaire on Paper. 

The arrest of Erastus Wiman on the 
charge of forgery and embezzlement has 
shocked New York more than anything 
else that has oceurred recently. 

Mr. Wiman is a self-made man, start- 
ing in life as a poor boy on a farm. He 
became a printer, newspaper reporter, 
editor and finally a speculator and de- 
veloper. For some years past he has 
been supposed to be worth about $3,000,- 
006, but it was ascertained some 
months ago that his entire property was 
mortgaged almost to its full value, and 
that he was worth practically nothing. 
He was a millionaire on paper—nothing 
more. 

In his new book, “Chances of Suc- 
cess,”” Mr. Wiman says: 

Do not drift, but steer. 

Do not mortgage your future; it may be 
useful to you hereafter.. 

The only justification for debt is the im- 
mediate prospect of profit. 

Encur no debt, except for that on which 
you can readily realize, in order to liqui- 
date what you owe. 

The young man who incurs debts without 
tife corresponding ability to pay them 
practically spawns his future—his.) most 
precious pessession. 

Three-fourths of all the progress in the 
new world has been achieved by the gener- 
ous and judicious use of credit. Yet, three- 
fourths of all the anxiety that pervades it 
has come from the abuse of credit. Like 
every other blessing, the greater the good 
the nearer the evil. 

Credit is often unnecessarily used to sup- 
ply some fancied want, to promote some 
speculative enterprise, or in some way to 
hypothecate the future. 

Hence, always take a week fg decide 
whether you should go into debt or not. A 
week's delay may save a year of sorrow. 
Falsehood prospers by precipitancy. 

It is the irony of fate when the author 
of these golden rules goes to prison a 
ruined speculator and, perhaps, a forger 
aml a thief. 

But is he guilty? Some of the best 
men in New York believe him to be in- 
nocent, and claim that his arrest is the 
result of a quarrel with R. G. Dun, who 
has been led to believe that Wiman is 
the writer of an anonymous pamphiet 
reflecting upon Dun’s commercial agency. 
The truth will come out in a short time, 
and the public can very well suspend 
judgment until the facts are known. It 
is hard to believe that an old man would 
in his sane moments commit the crimes 
Wiman is charged with, especially when 
his previous record is stainless. Human 
nature, however, is full of surprises, and 
no man knows what he may do in a 
moment of temptation. 


A Symptom. 

The little government of Guatemala 
has taken the financial bull by the horns 
in a way that is calculated to open the 
eyes of the English and European hold- 
ers of its bonds. . 

It has announced that owing to the de- 
preciation of silver Guatemala has sus- 
pended payments on its external debt— 
that is to say, it has ceased to pay inter- 
est on its bonds held abroad. 

This announcement is important only 
as a symptom, but, viewed in that light, 
it is of tremendous importance. It shows 
that Guatemala has selected a method 
by which the silver-using countries seek 
to escape from the sacrifices demanded 
by the money lenders and bondholders 
who have imposed the single gold stand- 
ard on this country and Europe. 

This is a desperate method of escape 
for the silver-using countries that have 
foreign obligations to ‘be met in gold. 
They will have either to repudiate these 
obligations, or they will have to exact 
the most. fearful sacrifices from their 
people. In this matter the greed of the. 
shylocks has outrun itself. They are 


about to kill some of the geese that lay 


the erp of the shylocks will be tight- 


Unfortunately, the pinch will come 
heaviest in this country where prospcr- 
ity and industrixnl development have 
been the life-and breath of the people. 
We have had fair prices, good wages, 
profitable business and the most remark- 
able industrial and eommercial expan- 
sion that any people ever enjoyed in the 
history of the world. But all that has 
come to an end with a sudden jar that 
has been ruinous. The single gold 


standard has intervened. India and the- 


United States, discarding silver as a 
money basis during the same year, have 
caused a sudden rise in the value of 
gold—the demand for that metal beitg 
doubled—and a corresponding fall in 
other prices. 

Our business men will have to put up 
with the present condition of affairs or 
something worse until they study the 
finaneial question for themselves. Our 
merchants will have to be content with 
phantom profits, our wage earners with 
starvation wages and our farmers with 


prices that do not pay the cost of, pro- | 


duction. : 

The great question is, how long do our 
people propose to submit to a condition 
of affairs that has brought and is still 
bringing more ruin upon them than war 
or famine or pestilence, as Mr. Carlisle 
predicted some few years ago? 


Mr. Hewitt’s Tirade. 

The friends of the Hon. Abram S. 
Hewitt were deeply mortified by his un- 
seemly exhibition of his ignorance, prej- 
udice and impudence before the South- 
ern Society, of New York, the other 


. night. 


Mr. Hewitt is under the impression 
that he knows it all. He mistakes his 
delusions for convictions, and is under 
the impression that his dyspepsia is a 
new kind of dynamie force. 

When he rose to address the Southern 
Society he could not resist the tempta- 
tion to magnify himself and his section 
at the expense of his audience. Accord- 
ing to him the south monopolizes the ig- 
norance of the continent and her sena- 
tors and congressmen are mere pigmies 
compared with their ante-bellum prede- 
cessors. He arraigned the southern 
leaders and did not hesitate to hold 
them responsible for the present stag- 
nation. 

This glib banquet orator’s disparaging 
comments on the southern statesmen of 
today need not disturb our people. The 
New Yorker may net be able to find Cal- 
houn’s suceessor in the south. Be it so. 
We of the south look in vain for Web- 
ster’s suceessor in the north. 

Anything more captious and childish 
than this little explosion of sectional 
prejudice has not been heard since the 
war. The southern people know Mr. 
Hewitt and his new school of statesmen 
only too well, and they are not looking 
to them for advice and instruction. It 
is simply brazen audacity for the repre- 
sentatives of the eastern democracy to 
talk down to us in this fashion after 
utilizing our votes. They pat us on our

EDITORIAL COMMENT. 


The ealendar offers certain curiosities 
which are little known. The following are 
a few of them: No century can commence 
on a Wednesday, Friday or Saturday. The 
month of Oiober commences always on 
the same day of the week as tie month 
of January; February, March and Novem- 
ber commence the same day of the 
week, whreas May, June- and aAu- 
gust commence on different days. 
These rules do not apply to leap year 
The ordinary year finishes always 
on the same day of the week when it com- 
menced. The years repeat themselves—that 
is to say, théy have the same calendar every 
twenty-eight days. 


Easter comes very early this year, as it 
falls on March 25th, but it will be nearly 
a hundred years before it falls again on 
this date, the nmext years .being 1961, 2035, 
2046, 2067, 2103, 2114, 2125 and 2198. The earli- 
est date upon which Easter can fall is 
March 22d, and the last Easters on this 
date were in the years 1693, 1716, and 1818; 
but so early an Easter will not come again 
until 1970. 


The growing of sweet potatoes seems to 
be a promising industry in Texas. A recent 
bulletin issued from the experimental sta- 
tion gives some interesting comparisons of 
the four leading crops in the state. The 
cotton crop of Texas covers 4,520,310 acres; 
and is worth $69,439,476; the corm crop coy- 
ers 3,166,358 acres and is worth $28,429,125: 
the wheat crop covers 442,337 acres and is 
worth $5,244,308; the sweet potato crop cov- 
ers 29,928 acres and fs worth $1,508,764. Ac- 
cording to the above statistics the value of 
each erop per acre is: Cotton, $15.36; corn, 
$8.94; wheat, $11.88; sweet potatoes, $50.24. 
The cost of owing an acre of either is 
not materia different.

: Enthusiastically and warmly the general 
 eouncil yesterday afternoon adopted the re- 
port of the special committee authorizing 
sthe purchase of the Piedmont park by the 


ae then when all cf the work was over 
and the city council had adjourned the 
members of the body and the citizens who 
were in attendance threw up their hats and 
gave a joyful yell, very much like the his- 
toric yell of the old southern soldiers in 
the days of the last decade. 

When the mayor pro tem. Mr. Broyles, 
called the meeting to order the council 
chamber was thronged with people who 
were for the purchase of the Piedmont 
park. There were present, too, as the work 
of the meeting developed, a few who were 
opposed to the purchase, but before the 
work of the afternoon was over nearly 
every one of the latter class fell in line and 
became hearty supporters of the proposition 
to buy the park for the city. In fact, it is 
doubtful whether Atlanta’s council chamber 
ever held a more representative crowd than 
the one yesterday afternoon, and it is cer- 
tain that it never contained one represent- 
ing more capital and a more diversified in- 
terest of Atlanta than this one did. 

It was a sea of faces, faces well known ip 
Atlanta’s best walks of life, too, that con- 
fronted Mayor Pro Tem. Broyles when he 
asked the members of the general council 
to come to order. Then, as the clerk, Mr. 
Woodward. called the roll, it was found 
that the only absentee was Mr. Campbell, 
the junior member from the fourth ward, 
who was a member of the special commit- 
tee looking to the purchase of the property 
by the eity. Immediately after the roll cal! 
the clerk presented a letter from the mayor 
stating that the members had come to- 
gether for the purpose of considering the 
report of the special committee. Mr. Stock- 
dell was the first to secure the floor, and, 
presenting a resolution, asked the clerk to 
read it. The resolution was: 

“That the proposition of the Cotton 
States and International Exposition Com- 
pany to sell to the city of Atlanta the Pied- 
mont exposition park for the sum of $160,000 
be adoptped on condition that the present 
owners of Piedmont park donate to the Cot- 
ton States and International Exposition 
Company not less than $75,000 of the stock 
of the Piedmont Exposition Company. 

“Resolved further, That the details of this 
Sale be arranged by the finance committee 
of this council and the city attorney.” 

“I think,’”’ said Mr. Boyd, “that that Is 


one of the best things the city of Atlanta | 


has ever done, and I move that the resolu- 
tion of Mr. Stockdell be adopted.”’ 

‘I would suggest,” said Mr.,Dodge, “‘that 
we postpone the entire matter until we can 
have more time to look intoit. The city has 
two places she can offer for.the work, ane 
I think that it would be better for us to go 
Slow. Maybe we can spend our money on 
the city’s grounds, and that would be bet- 
ter for us in every way. I want it under- 

stood, though, that I am in favor of the 
exposition and that I will do anything in 
my power to help it along.

He said 
it was the most desirable because it now 
had lines of railroad to it which would take 
a long time to build to any other point 
and that without the same accessibility of 
transportation the work on the buildings 
could not be secured. Judge Palmer's ad- 
dress convinced all who heard it that the 
maiter had been thoroughly studied by the 
council committee. 

Judge Palmer was questioned by members 
of the council as to the length of time it 
would take to get transportation lines into 
the new grounds. 

“At least six months,” was the rep‘y, 
“and in that time we could not be doing 
any work as we expect to. As it is we can 
get to work at once at the old place, 
where weshave a line of cars in more than 
one way.”

Mr. Nelms, Mr. Stockdel! and Mr. Howell. 

Accompanied by the city attornev the 
members of the committee repaired to the 
mayor’s office, and when the council again 
came to order Mr. Nelms, chairman of the 
committee, handed in the following reso:u- 
tions as the report of the special committee. 

By the exposition committee—Resolved 
by the mayor and general council of the 
city of Ailanta that the proposition of 
the Cotton States and International Expo- 
sition Company to sell the city of Atlanta 
the Piedmont exposition grounds, - consist- 
ing of about 190 acres of land, for 
park purposes be accepted on conditions 
that the present owners of Piedmont park 
donate or subscribe to the Cotton States 
and International Exposition Company not 
less than $75,000 of the stotk of the Pied- 
mont Exposition Company. It is distinctly 
provided that this purchase is to be made on 
the further condition that no money 4s to 
be paid by the city until a warranty deed 
is made to the city conveying said lands 
subject only to the balance purchase price 
beyond the cash payment made by the city 
at the time of taking such dced, which 
balance shall first go to extinguish or satis- 
fy any outstanding encumbrances on the 
property. A further condition of such pur- 
chase or agreement to purchase said land 
is that the said Cotton States and Interna- 
tional Exposition Company shail secure 
bona fide subscriptions of at least $200,000 
and obligates itself to expend said amount 
in. buildings and other improvements on 
said grounds, which are to become the 
property of the city of Atlanta. 

Resolved 2d, That further details of the 
purchase of said lands be submitted to the 
finance committee and city attorney for 
preparation and such details shall be re- 
ported to the mayor and general council 
for approval and confirmation. 

“And,” said the gentleman from the 
seventh, “‘I move the adoption of that re- 
port.’’ 

“And on the motion to adopt,”’ said Mr. 
Dimmock, “I ask for the cali of the ayes 
and nays. That will place us all on the 
record when the matter comes back here, 
if it ever does. I think that the report of 
that special committee is an excellent one, 
and I am for it and want the ayes and nuys 
called on it.’’ 

The request for the ayes and nays was 
sustained and the roll call was made. It 
resulted: 

Ayes—Hirsch, Camp, Stockdell, Beatie, 
Dodge, Dimmock, Welch, of the fifth; Pe- 
ters, Harmon and Nelms—0. i 

Nays—Welch, of the second—l. 

With a flourish of the gavel Mayor Pro 
Tem. Broyles declared the report of the 
committee adopted and then the council 
adjourned as Mr. Harmon yelled out a 
cheer for the exposition, to which there 
was a hearty response by all. 

The aldermanic board was at once called 
to ‘order and the paper was taken before 
that body. Mr. Boyd moved that the board 
concur in the action of the council and, 
without a dissenting vote, the motion was 
adopted. ‘ 

So it is that the city council by a vote 
of all.of its members has agreed to the 
purchase of the most desirable and suita- 
ble place for the great exposition of 1895. 

The paper is now in the hands of Mayor 

Goodwin and will be returned by him to 
the clerk within the next four days. 
4 session of the council can be called at 
any time to listen to the details of the 
trade as made by the members of the finance 
committee, the city attorney and the expo- 
sition people. But this is only a matter 
of detail. The trade in detail will be con- 
firmed by the same vote that has ordered 
the trade,

IT WAS UNJUST TO THE SECTION 


> 


Colonel Hammond, Dr. H. V. M. Miller, 
Col. Hulsey and Col. Thompson Inter- 
viewed-The New Yorker Mad. 


If the statesmanship of the south is not 
as pleasing to Mr. Abram 8S. Hewitt, of 
New York, as that which he fancied be- 
fore the war, the criticism of that gentle- 
man, though not exactly relished, is at 
least calculated to produce nod serious 
amount of injury. 

Those who know Mr. Hewitt give him the 
reputation of a man who loves to quarrel. 
He is an able politician and a good demo- 
crat, but his dispisition has soaked too 
long in “vinegar. His favorite mood is of 
the kind denominated ‘“‘sour.”’ 

When he entered the banquet hall of the 
Southern Society of New York night be- 
fore last it was evident that he was Sut of 
harmony with that occasion. He was cross 
and irritated. When called upon for a 
speech, in the absence of Senator Carlisle, 
it was simply the logic of his complaint for 
him to assail the south. a 

It, of course, produced a sensation. When 
the papers were read yesterday morning 
and the charge of southern deterioration 
was aired more extensively, the commotion 
acquired a broader latitude. Among other 
places in the south, the language of Colo- 
nel Hewitt was read in this city. 

A number of prominent citizens were 
rather caustic. The greater number, how- 
ever, were disposed to view it with consid- 
eration, coming, as the criticism did, from 
@ man whose temper was well known, 
whose remarks were extemporaneously , de- 
liverea at a banquet, and whose past record 
in all of its practical phases had’ been 
friendly towards this section of the country. 

The response of the young Virginian, 
héwever, J. Lindsay Gordon, who yenturea 
to reply to Mr. Hewitt, was warmly com- 
mended. It was uttered in the spirit of the 
Old Dominion and gave thé New Yorker to 
understand that he was not familiar with 
the people he assailed. 

Mr. Hewitt has extensive dealings with 
the south, having a considerable interest 
invested in this secvion. His intemperate 
language is explained only on the score of 
irritation. 

Mr. Hewitt’s Speech. 

The offensive part of Mr. Hewitt's speech, 
delivered at the banquet of the Southera 
Society of New York, a» published in yes- 
terday’s Constitution, was as follows: 

“But the character of southern states- 
manship has uecreused from tne time De- 
tore the war, and ne® senators and con- 
gressien of today are as pigmies compared 
with the intellectual giants of that time. 
The statesmen of today snow little signs 
of having studied the great economic ques- 
tions altecting the interests of the country. 
The silver question was at the very founda- 
tion of public credit. 1t was que to the 
adoption of a currency not based upon the 
intrinsic value of tne coin that prought 
about the silver crisis. The difference be- 
tween the true and false value of the silver 
dollar is called the seigniorage. 
wanted to coin this seigniorage. They 
migut as well try to coin a vacuum. It is 
even worse than that. I’m trying to coin 
a negative quantity on the other _ side, 
There is one thing the south wants to learn, 
It is that public credit cannot be maintained 
untii all concerned realize that there is no 
royal road to value and that southern rep- 
resentatives must rise to the height of tne 
men who represented the south in congress 
‘previous to the war. 

‘Phere are other statesmen from the 
south who have succumbed to the fallacy 
that positions in the supreme court of the 
United States are local questions to be set- 
tlea on demand of local politicians. It 
might be supposed that the supreme court 
benen represented the whole United States, 
and that everybody had a right to demand 
that it be filled without regard to politics 
or locality. It is not a football for ward 
politicians to kick about from one end of 
the United States to the other. Such men 
as Calhoun, Benton, Reeves and Crawfo,;¢ 
would have resigned their high positions 
in the senate and gone hoine in sackcloth 
and ashes rather than abandon a principle 
such as this to a man without character or 
worth who-had no right t» speak for the 
great state of New York.” 

In addition to all this a number of other 
serious charges were made by the statez- 
man from New York, but the above citation 
is enough to show the temper of the 
speech. 

Colonel Hammond's Opinion, 

Colonel N. J. Hammon3, who servel in 
congress with Mr. Hewitt, and who is well 
acquainted with that gentleman, was seen 
at his offiee in the Gate City bank building 
yesterday afternoon. He was disposed to 
take a pleasant view of the situation. 

“Mr. Hewitt,”’ said he, “is a bright man 
and one who is very kindly disposed to- 
wards the south. Several years ago he was 
heavily interested in this section. He is a 
man, however. who has quite a high tem- 
per and is easily disturbed. His charge 
against the section is rather severe and is 
calculated to injure the pride of solithern 
patriotism. I can hardly persuade myself, 
however, to believe that he was deliberate 
in his hostility. He spoke, as I under- 
stand, without preparation, at a banquet 
and without any idea, perhaps, that his 
remarks would be quoted. If statesmanship 
has declined, the criticism is merited by 
all sections of the country and not solely by 
the one in question. I am disposed to view 
the whole matter as a jest.’’ 

As 
of this lest remark he smiled in a manner 
which indicated even.more than his words 
that he knew 
was ‘“‘the old man’s way.”’ 

Dr. Miller Puts in a Word. 

Dr. H. V. M. Miller, who has served in 
the senate of the United States and who 
was known before the war as ‘“‘the Demos- 
therese of the mountains,’’ was also among 
the number who read the speech of Mr. 
Hewitt. & 

‘‘We are just as good down here as they 
are up there,’”’ said Dr. Miller, ‘‘and while 
the charges may be true, they are not true 
of the south alone. We have no such men, 
perhaps, as Clay and Calhoun, neither has 
northern statesmanship anything to com- 
pare with Daniel Webster. 

‘IT have kept up with Mr. Hewitt*‘for a 
long time,.”’ said the doctor, taking a new 
phase of the subject. ‘“‘He is the son-in-law 
of old Peter Cooper, and has always been 
interested in this section. He has till a 
large sum of money invested in the south. 
I suppose he was offended at the rejection 
of Peckham, in which I may sympathize 
with him, although a southern man was ap- 
pointed. Peckham was a good man, and 
the argument brought out against him was 
that of state rights, which doctrine so far 
from disqualifying him, was really a test 
of his democracy. He was, possibly, feel- 
ing badly on account of the-rejection of 
his friend, which induced him to say more 
_than he intended. It was rather harsh for 
him to speak so unkindly of the south.”

Colonel W. 8S. Thomson, the county at-

“It was harsh language,” said Colonel 
Thomson, “and is no more deserved in the 
south that it is in any other section of the 
country, I have always heard that Mr. 
Hewitt was a man easily vexed and I sup- 
pose he must have been irritated by some- 
thing which failed to meet his approval. 
There are a great many people in the 
world who say things without meaning 
half of what they say, and Mr. Hewitt, 
especially when he loses his temper, is 
just such a man. I have heard my part- 
ner, Colonel Candler, who served in con-

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“THE BULLS DAZED 


At the Recent Sharp Decline in Cotton 
Contracts, 


SILVER BREAKS .THE LOW RECORD 


‘W heat Mysteriously Advanced 1 1-8 Cents 
Yesterday, but Provisions Decline. 
Stocks Extremely Dull. 


NEW YORK, February 23.—The shorts 
in the Industrials rushed to cover at the 
opening of business this mornning on ad- 
vices from Washington indicating that the 
Sugar schedule would be revised by the 
senate when the Wilson bill comes up be 
fore it. The stock bounded up 1% to 30%. 
General Electric rose 1 to 3814 and the other 
active stocks, \%@'% per cent. The market 
outside of the Industrials was quiet 
throughout and net changes were confined 
to fractions. The dullness excited com- 
ment in view of the developments in the 
silver and grain markets and can be ac- 
vounted for only by the fact that operators 
are determined to Keep their hands off un- 
til something definite is known regarding 
the tariff and income tax law. Silver broke 
all records again, falling to 274d. per ounce 
in London. The local market fell to 59% 
and Mexican dollars to 48%. In ordinary 
times a break such as today’s would have 
turned things topsy-turvy in Wall street. 
The slump in London was ascribed to lqui- 
dations by a defeated bull pool, who bought 
the metal on the idea that the Indian gov- 
ernment would impose an import duty on 
silver. Overproduction and the withdrawal 
of the United States as a purchaser were 
also given as reasons for the break. This 
drop might have had some effect had it 
not been for fairly large purchases of wheat 
for western account, which not only 
strengthened the price of the product, but 
prevented the bears from following up their 
tactics of the past week or ten days in 
the Grangers. The rise in foreign exchange 
also fell flat, so far as the stock market is 
concerned. In the afternoon there wasa 
decline in Chicago Gas of 1% to 62%.

NEW YORK, February 23.—There was 
some buying at the openfng this morning, 
owing to encouraging cables from Liver- 
ge which market recovered about all that 
t lost yesterday, but closed barely steady 
at nearly 3-644 lower than Wednesday’s 
c.ose. This brought about a further liqui- 
dation, carrying prices down 12 points yo 
low the closing of Wednesday here. Bear- 
ish -features have prevailed, such as the 
serious decline in siiver and harger interior 
and port movement than expected, with an 
amount coming into sight of 86,000, against 
64,000 last year for the week. Liverpool 
stock of American on hand and afloat tor 
that market is 146,000 bales barger than 
last year. All these estimates of weakness 
added to the demoralization of the long in- 
terest and with the forced selling of March 
contracts owing to notices caused further 
discouragement. ‘March notices have run 
free.y, showing no disposition on the part 
of any one to take the cotton, and yet May 
sold as low today as 7.54, while middling is 
1.7%. The price of the latter is a fictitious 
one because flo such differences should 
exist. Liverpool increased her spot sales 
today to 10,000, and there has been some 
very good buying here by a prominent 
house, who have been adding to their pur- 
chases as the market declined. That mar- 
ket was weaker for the reason that all of 
the excess of this crop, and even more, 
amounting to about 900400 bales more than 
last year, has been .sent'to Liverpool and 
the continent, but to show how enormously 
this supply has gone into consumption or 
been taken by the spinner the excess of 
American today at Liverpool and. afloat is 
on!y 146, 000 more than last year, while the 
world’s visible supply to be reported tomor- 
row will show perhaps about the same as 
last Saturday, which was 16,000 more than 
last- year. The market, however, seems to 
need .buyers of actual cotton, and while 
contracts have been more depressed thas 
spots, this has been very greatly caused by 
the selling out of the long interest. The 
short interest has been increased today by 
those who have been’ already strongly com- 
mitted to that side. Port receipts for the 
week are 82,000, against 71,000 last year. The 
total amount that has come into sight to 
date since September ist is 6,499,000, against 
6,762,525 in 1890. Thus very ‘argely more 
than confirming our expectations expressed 
several days ago, that at the end of Feb- 
ruary we would be 225,000 less than that 
year. We are, however, 263,000 behind the 
movement of 1890, yet five days to the end 
of the month, which will still further’ in- 
crease this deficit. In other words there 
came Into sight from February 23d to Sep- 
tember "1, 1890, only 549,000 bales, and vet 
there would have to come into sight be- 
tween this date and September ist next 
812,000 bales eo make the crop as large as it 
was in that year. All bullish Statistics are 
lost sight of for the moment, but it dees 
seem as thourh the time were not distant 
when ‘they wil Strongly confirm the merits 
of cotton. We feel that prices Should be 
better tomorrow, as a very large short in- 
terest is being created here.

The capture was made in 1885—just eight 
years ago, when Marsha: Campbell, in a 
hand-to-hand encounter with McCoy, the 
desperadg of Lookout mountain, finally suc- 
ceeded ih slapping the* handcuffs on the 


criminal and delivering him over to the law, . 


For a number ef years McCoy had.been a 
terror to the regions about Lookout. His 
feats of reckless daring and notorious temer- 
ity caused the peomwe up there to look upon 
him with fear and trembling; but the cli- 
max of his criminal record was the murder 
of Deputy Marshal W. D. Kellet. 

McCoy had treasured his hatred against 
Kellet for a number oo: years. He had 
gworn revenge against the marshal for 
making a raid upon a still with ‘which he 
was connected, and he bided his’ time in 
quiet determination. In December, 1885, 
Marshal Kellet left Atlanta for Lookout to 
grrest 2 moonshiner named Young, little 
dreaming the fearful fate awaiting him. 
While making his way to the house of 
Young at a precipitous turn in the road, 
McCoy stepped out and offered to assist in 
making the arrest. Kellet thought that 
gomething was up and rode on, refusing his 
Pence his return down the mountain with 
the prisoner in charge, the marshal stopped 
at a stream to water his horse. As he was 
leaning over to unhitch the bridle rein, two 
rifle shots rang out from the cliff overhead 
and at the same time he fell from his horse 
fatally shot. 

Young, the moonshiner, was suspected 
and arrested for the murder. He stoutly 
declared his inmocense, however, and said 
that he recognized the fac> of McCoy just 
as the gun flashed. 

Search then was made in every direction 
for McCoy, but he had fied and nothing was 
heard of him until February, when word 
reached Captain Nelms, who, at that 
time was United States marshal, that he 
had “been seen in Cherokee county. 

Captain Nelms at once organized a posse 
of his best men and commanding it in 
person, he started out for Cherokee. Th?2 
place was reached at night and the posse 
divided, Captadn Nelms heading one squad 
and Captain Chapman, Marshals Colquitt 
Campbell and Scott composing the other. 
Captain Nelms’s squad wet over to the 
house where MeCoy’s brother lived, while 
the other crowd started for the house of 
old man Simmons, where McCoy was sup- 


posed to be in Riding. In some way the 


men got scattere& Marshal Campbell had 
gone to the rear of the house. He heard 
a noise at his back and turned around 
quickly, cocking hia gun at the same time. 
Before he could realize it, a pistol was 
shoved in his face and he recognized his 
opponent as McCoy. With the fearlessne.:s 
which always characterized his actions, 
Marshal Campbell dashed the pistol to 
the ground and grapple. In some way the 
pistol went off, shattering Campbell’s hand. 
But he held on to MaCoy and for some 
minutes there was waged @ furious and 
desperate fight. 

Campbell hed succeeded in getting Mc- 
Coy on his back and was chaking his

ONE LIVES AT SALEM, ONE-AT ASHEVILLE 


Letter from the Chief of Police at Salem. 
Drown Le!t Atlanta for Murphy Yes- 
terday with Detective Cason.

David Drown, knoéwn to local fame as the 
Jost man at the hospital, left Atlanta yester- 
day morning for Nerth Carolnia, but reve- 
Jations of a startling character continue to 
be made concerning his past career. 

The latest is a charge of bigamy: which 

to Chief Connolly yesterday morning 
of hour after Drown'had left the city in 
company with Detective Ed Cason. The 
facts came from Chief of Police E. B. Ebert, 
of Salem, N. C., and the tone of the letter 
indicated, although it was not positively 
stated, that Drown was wanted in that 
city where he has a wife living. 

Chief Ebert wrote to Chief Connolly in a 
style indicating a doubt upon his mind as 
to the identity of Drown. He described 


- '‘Prowh and related certain facts that have 


been developed by the Atlanta detectives, 
and there can be no doubt that the man 
Ebert was writing about and the man at 
the hospital are one and the same. 

Ebert gives an accurate description of 
David Drown as he appeared at Salem,, 
WN. C., two years ago when he lived there.’ 
Any one who has seen the man at the 
hospital can easily identify him by ‘the 
description. He says that Drown lived there 
for quite a while and is of German descent. 
His father lived.in Salem for several years 
but is now dead. His mother is still Liv- 
ing. 

While residing in Salem Drown had a wife 
and lived happilv. He left there two years 
ago, leaving his wife behind. In the interval 
that has passed he has traveled extensively 
over the states of North and South Carolina 
and it has come to light that he married @ 
young lady at Statesville, N. C. 

Salem has known nothing of Drown for 
two years and the residents of that little 
city supposed that he was still traveling 
around. They heard but little of him until 
he turned up at the Grady hospital badly 
disfigured and totally unable to tell who he 
was or where he came from. Then his past 
was revived. 

Ebert asked that Chief Connolly reply at 
once and give the facts concerning Drown, 
which the Atlanta chief did. It may be 
that further interesting developments will 
come of the matter. 

Tf, ChiefConnolly hears further from Sa- 
lem he will wire Detective Ed Cason. who 
is at Murphy, N. C.. with Drown an@ have 
him to make such disposition of Drown as 
the Salem people may direct. It is believed 
by Chief Connolly that if it was positively 
known that the Atlanta Drown was the 
man who was at Salem two years ago, the 
Salem officers would order his arrest at 
once. There seems to be very little doubt 
on this point. 

Detective Ed Cason left the city at 7? 
o'clock yesterday morning over the Western 
and Atlantic railroad with Drown in cvrs- 
tody. At Marietta they boarded the Mariet- 
ta and North Georgia road for Murphy, N. 
C: Drown has told the Atlanta oficers 
that he has considerable property near Mur- 
phy and Detective Cason has been fnstruct- 
ed to remain with him until he is placed in 
the hands of his friends and gets possession 
of his property again. 

Drown was highly elated yesterday morn- 
ing when Cason called for hin at the hos- 
pital. He was in brighter spirits than he 
has been for weeks and walked to the depot 
in a sprightly manner.
